BRITISH NOTE TO 
FRANOE. 


THE BALFOUR PRINCIPLE. 


“London, Feb. 8. 

A British Nota to Franco with 
rogard to tho Fronch dobt stator 
that tho Govornmont adhoros to 
tho Prinoiplo of tho Balfour note, 
but parts of Lord! Curzon’s Noto 
‘of Auguat 11th, 1923 reforring to 
Mr, Bonar Law's proposals of 
Jonuary, 1923, aro cloarly no 
longer applicablo to oxisting facts 
of tho situation, as it was writton 
boforo framing tho Dawes plan, 
and on the assumptions that tho 
total German liability bo fixod at 
o figuro loss than that adopted in 
the Dawos plan and that bonds 
of tho kind contomplatod in Mr. 
Bonar Law's plan would bo 
issued. 

Thoso ansuuptions 
longor tenable. 

Tho prino.ple of tho Balfour 
Noto js that Britain shall rocoive 
from Europo payments oquivalent 
to thoso she {fe undor obligation to 
make totho United States. Tho 
Govornmont cannot accept ao 
position in which this principlo 
would only bo achiovoablo upon 
the basis af a full normal yield of 
tho Dawos annultios or by taking 
at value dobts which cannot at 
prosont bo treated ov good agsots. 

Tho Govornmont has alroady 
consented not moroly to reduce 
the claims ogainst tho Allics to 
thio amount noocossary to cover its 
own psymonts in rospect of the 
British war dobt to tho United 
Statos, but will actually apply. tho 
whole United Kingdom sharo of 
Gorman roparations to that pur- 
pose. This_ moans that Britain 
not only takos to its own chargo 
tho whole of its own war damayos, 
but also cight hundred millions 
sterling of foreign  soouritio:

In tho application of tho Bal- 
four Note to tho oxisting 
situation tho Govoernmont, ro- 
momboring that tho intor-Allied 
dobts wore incurred ina common 
cause, has beon propared to con- 
‘gider proposals: under which tho 
oxisting Fronch dobt to Britain 
shall bo reduced, provided the 
rrinciple of dofinito payment by 
Franco from hor own national 
resources, and fixod with ‘duo 
rogard to hor rolativo woalth and 
tax-paying oapavity, be assured 
without rotorenco to reparations, 

Tho Govornment thorofore is of 
opinion that it might be found 
‘conveniont for the Fronch pay- 
monts to bo divided into, ‘firatly 
fixed annual amounts to bo paid 
hy Franco irrespective of actual 
rocoipts from tho Dawos an- 
nuitios in tho particular yoar} 
and ‘secondly. a furthor annual, 
charge on tho Fronch sharo of 
tho. Dawes annuities, It of 
course shall bo undorstood, firstly 
that all countor-olaims by Franco 
against Britain bo suporsedod, 
if and whon paymonts dorivod by 
Britain from Europoan war dobts 
and reparations wora:sufficiont 
to provide a full dischargo af tho 
British obligationa to tho Unitod 
States over tho full poriod of such 
obligations, including payments 
alroady mado, thon any surplus 
shall bo usod to diminish tho 
burdon of Britain’s Aifios. 

Tho Govornment hope, if tho 
Fronch Govornment is preparod 
to mako froposals on tho linos 
hero suggested, that o sottloment 
satisfactory to both countrios 
might bo roached.—- Reuter.

a shortge of supplics both at 
Hongkong and Canton.

The difficulty of gotting onough 
sumpans to foed tho river stoamora 
is continuing, a8 tho so-called 
military polico ot prosont only 
allow 20 sampanato run, of which 
two aro always full of “ soldior 
patrols," Tho authorities in 
charge have oven takon away the 
ligoncor of tho steamship com-

Tho allowing of only 
twonty sampans to run is not 
only seriously impoding tho rivor- 
boat psssongor traffic, but causing 
great hardship to tho rest of tho 
sampan population hore, which 
is said to number about 3,000 
pooplo. :

COMPRADORE'S OLAIM 
AGAINST LOCAL FIRM. 
In on ec. parte action hoard 
boforo tho Chiof Justice, Sir 
Henry Gollan, this morning, judg- 
mont for $20,000 was givon against 
Mosers Honri. Krebs and Com- 
pany and Honri Krebs. 


Tho claim was made by Kwok 
Ping, until midsummer iast yoar 
compradoro of the Company,. who 
was ropresonted by Mr. Eldon 
Pottor, K.C. 


Mr. Potter, in his opening, said 
that the defondant company wero 
merchants carrying on business 
at King’s Building. Tho plaintiff 
ontorod. into a contract with 
thom-undor which ho was to act 
as compradore for five yours. 
Section 17 provided that he 
should deposit the sum of $25,000 
with a bank to bo named by tho 
firm and that it should bo in the 
joint namos of himeslf and tho 
firm. Heo wae to psy a furthor 
$15,000 into tho account after ono 
yoar. He was to recoivo intorost 
at the rate of three por cont. por 
annum, but should the company 
roquires any part of the sum 
for a bona fide roasons,. thoy 
had the right to borrow it 


5 of the agroomant pro- 
vided that tho compradore could, 
by giving threo months’. notico, 
nullify ths compradoro agreo- 
mont, . 


Kwok Ping, continued Mr. 
Pottor, paid tho sum named, sub- 
soquontly withdrow $15,000, and 
paid in two furthor sums of $5,000 
enol, so that whon ho gave throe 
monthe’ notice on May 22nd, last 
yoar, thero was $20,000 duo to 
him. Tho monoy had boen trans- 
ferred into anpUirh pun be A 
the, (reattiie Uentair” lo cover 
company’s crodits, and when 
plaintiff's solicitors wrote to the 
defendants in roferenco to tho 
matter, they ropliod that thoy 
had o substantial olaim, amount- 
ing to $60,000, against Kwok 
Ping. .They had mado no at- 
tompt to pross. that olaim and, in 
fact, thoy had ignorod roquosts 
for particulars. On June 30th, 
the compradoro was ordored by 
lotter to give up his offico by one 
o'clock that day. 

Kwok Ping gavo formal 
evidence to this offect, and His 
Lordship gavo judgment for 
$20,000 and costs. 


The spocchos, at this morning's 
silting of tho conforence, by 
British, French ond Dutch dele- 
gates oloarly showed their 
Govornments wero ready to sup- 
pross the uso of opiurn,and agrood 
thattho Loaguo of Nations should 
fix the dato from which tho periad 
of fiftoon yours should run.

On a motion by Lord Cocil tho 
conforonce adopted the principle 
of tho protocal of the socond 
copvension, with somo modifica- 
tion of article one with rogard to 
control of tho production and 
distribution of raw. opium, in 
ordor to satisfy the scruples of 
Yugo-Slavia, Turkey and Persia. 
Lord Cocil romarked that this 
was a groat stop in tho advanco. 

Mr. Sugimura declared that 
Japan would support all tho 
moasuros to improve the Haguo 
Convention.

_ THE : RETURN TO GOLD STANDARD. 
London, February 8. 

In an article in the Observer favouring the return to the gold 
standard, Mr. Philip Snowden, tho ex-Chancellor, says that Jt seema 
not improbable that. the present murgin of needed recovery to bring 
sterling to parity with the gold dollar will be covered without 
delibernte Government interference, but thero will not be stability 
in the recovery without the fulfilment of three conditions, namely, 
the removal of the enibargo on youd, the free minting of gold nt 
a standard price, and’the covertlbility of the paper pound. 

All the dangers and uncertainties of unstable currency will 
remain if sterling reaches par, unless it {s permanently stabilised 
by being placed on a gold basis, 

Mr. Snowden admits there are risks, but is of the opinion that 
“they muat be borne for the sake of the benefits which success will 
bring in the stabilisation of currencies. There Is no.nced.to wait for 
the rectification of the. trade balance, he atates, since, stable cur 
rency 1a one of the essentials of a henlthy state of trade. Mr. Snowden 
emphasises the importince of co-operation with the United States 


. and belleves. that England’s example will result. in a general réturn

Conforonco has failed to roault in 
a satisfactory ogroomont boing 
reached in rogard to tho control 
of the opium traffic. So many 
interests werg involved and 50 
opposed one to another woro tho 
attitudes of varlous countrics, 
that it would havo been more 
than wo could have expocted had 
the mattor boon finally adjusted 
to the mutual satisfaction of 
ovorybody concerned. ‘The with- 
drawal of the American deloga- 
tion was tho first dofinite con- 
fossion” of tha failure of the 
Conference, and the seal was put 
on the disagreomont whon the 
Chineso representatives followed 
suit. Much as wo approciato 
and undorstand tho ideals actuat- 
ing the Amorioan dologation, wo 
cannot but feel that it failed to 
take account of tho practical 
aspect of the problom. The 
Powors, and Britain in particular, 
have showna marked willingnoss 
to co-oporato in any international 
movement aiming at suppression 
of tho opium ovil, but any action 
on thoir part towards that ond 
would bo absolutoly futile wero 
there no control of tho sourcos of 
production. And no satisfactory 
schome for tho securing of such 
control has ovor boon bofore the 
Conforancs. , 


Thore is not the loast shadow 
of doubt that failure has come 
about the Chinese 
delogation could givo no guar- 
anteos of the ovil boing sincerely 
tackled in their own country. 
Viscount Cecil, at tho last sitting 
of the Conference, appealed to 
the Chinoso and othor dolo- 
gations assist in stopping 
over-production of opium, and 
seomingly this roquost caused 
ombarrassment to tho Chinese 
roprosontatives, who later with- 
drew from the Conferonce, It is 
all vory woll for Dr. Szo to say 
that no undertakiag ha» boen 
givon by foroign countrios to sup- 
press opium-smoking in thoir Far 
Eastern territorios. Evon if that 
woro 80, what would be tho uso 
of such an undortaking so long 
as China wonton producing tho 
drug in large quantitios? In 
point ot fact, howovor, Britain— 
to cito only ono instanco—made 
a most gonorous offor to assist in 
tho-mattor, whilst tho willingnoss 
shown to give evory facility to 
any intornational commission 
which might caro to visit thoso

Vacant Flats. 


- When the statomont is made 
that thoro aro thousands of ompty 
flats on tho Kowloon sido, ono is 
loft to imagine that those are 
located in what has for so long 
boon tho rogidontial district, but; 
this, of course, is not so. Tho 
roforonco, apparontly, applies to 
that nowly-dovclopod district 
west of the Po Hing Thoatro, 
bordering both sides of Corona- 
tion Road -right down to tho 
junction of the yot uncomploted 
Princos Avdnuo, and evon thon 
the torm of “thousands” is an 
obvious exaggeration, But tho 
confossion must bo made that 
thero aro a large numbor of 
newly-built flats for which no 
occupants havo yet boon found. 
And an impartial judge of tho 
mattor will honestly confess that 
developmont in this district and 
tho adjacent district of Sham- 
shuipo has somewhat outrun tho 
domaond for dwollings of high 
rentals. Building is still going 
On apace and at a cost 
which necossarily compels 
the landlord to oxk for a high 
rout—a ront higher then that 
now boing paid for protogted 
proporty. When it is furthor 
remembered that so much of 
this now ronidontial proporty is 
badly designed and constructed 
of matorials inferior in quality 
to those used in older buildings, 
it is not at all hard to understand 
why so many of thom romain 
ompty. A visit to the districts 
named will convince anyono of 
the truth of the above -statomont, 
The timo will assuredly come 
whon all thesa new buildings will 
bo occupied (they aro in a 
growing district) but at the 
moment too many of thom have 
been put up, and in many casos 
putup in such way as to storo 
up for tho authorities of the 
future tho problem of having 
to deal with jerry - built 
tenoments. If peoplo had tho 
option of remaining in thoir 
prosont residoncos and paying o 
little more or going into some of 
these now ones at tho samo 
figuro, the attractions aro sll in 
favour pf the oldor buildings. 


War Debts. > 


Tho Note sent by Britain to 
the Franch Govornmont, on tho 
question of the debts owing to us 
from European Allies, is ono that 
strikes the reader at-onco as a 
cloar onunciation of principle as 
woll os ao fine declaration of tho 
sacrifice we aro propared to make 
in the adjustmont of the whole 
mattor of war claims. It is om- 
phasisod that, while thero is no 
doparturo from tho Balfour policy. 
that the British claim to monoys 
Ient our Allios shall be no moro 
than sufliciont to meet tho obli- 
gations to America, yet these re- 
imburaements from Europe. must 
bo tangible and actual bofore 
wo can put that principlo into 
effect. It wero vain to dopond 
on more probabilitids*when tho 
question of European stability 
and German reparations remains 
in a state of flux. But through- 
out tho Note there runs a voin of 
friondlinoss and solf-donial which 
should not fail to impress all 
obsorvers. Tho British attudo 
has now boon clearly dofined in 
its rolation to rocont intornational 
adjustmonts; it is oan attitudo 
that cannot bo rovised owing to 
its very soundness, and one of 
which the nation can bo justly 
proud,
